LONDON (API A Japanese 
communique broadcast by the 
Tokyo radio today asserted that

Minamitori, or Marcus Island, 
is about midway between the 
Marshal Islands and the Japanese 
mainland, and 600 miles east of 
the main islands of the Bonin 
group. It was attacked before by 
U.S. fleet units in March, 1942, 
and in September, 1943.
